When we stop to think how much the sae 
ent-day development of the breed dusende 
upon these families, we can better appre. 
ciate what the breed owes to New York in 
laying an enduring foundation. 

New York has taken a prominent part 
in constructive measures for the develop- 
ment of the breed. The Hol stein-Friesiay 
Association of America was incorporated 
and still holds its charter from the ‘legisla. 
ture of New York State, and until recently 
all meetings of the Association were held 
within its borders. To Solomon Hoxie, one 
of the members mentioned above, goes cred- 
it for the idea of an Advanced Register for 
cattle of our breed, a record of performance 
that has proved invaluable in extending the 
Holstein idea. 

An inspection of the history of the prog- 
ress of the breed through official testing re- 
veals the fact that here too, New York 
State has held up her end. Not only has 
she more Holsteins than any other state in 
the Union, and more breeders and more 
members cf the National Association, but 
they have made more great records, devel- 
oped more World’s Champions, and won 
more Association prize money than any 
other State. In the short-time work, New 
York State stands supreme, with the World’s 
Championship over all breeds in six of the 
seven age classes, the representative of the 
seventh class being a champion of the 
United States, while in the thirty-day divi- 
sion, three of her seven champions are also 
World’s Record holders. Of the thirty-four 
40-lb. cows thus far developed, twenty-two, 
or practically 65 per cent, made their records 
in New York State, the property of eight 
different firms. To her credit goes the devel- 
opment of the first 30-lb. cow, Sadie Vale 
Concordia; the first cow to produce 35% Ibs. 
butter in seven days, Grace Fayne 2d’s 
Homestead; the first 37-lb. cow, Pontiac Clo- 
thilde De Kol 2d; the first 38-lb. cow, Pon- 
tiac Lady Korndyke; the first 44-lb. cow, 
K P Pontiac Lass; the only 50-Ib. cow, Segis 
Fayne Johanna, and the only 40-lb. repeater, 
Ormsby Jane Segis Aaggie, the first cow 
to produce better than 800 Ib. milk in sever 
days, De Kol Queen La Polka 2d, and the 
first 30-lb. Junior two-year-old (Fairview 
Korndyke Pietertje), forming altogether 
simply an indication of the predominance 
of the work of New York Holsteins in short- 
time test. Going into the long-time division, 
we find Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2d ranking 
as the first cow of any breed to produce over 
1000 Ibs. butter fat in a year, while Pietertje 
2d has been mentioned above as being the 
first cow to produce over 30,000 Ibs. milk in 
a year. This record was made long before 
the time of Advanced Registry Testing, and 
stood for about a quarter of a century be 
fore being exceeded by the work of Tilly 
Alcartra a number of years ago. Also in 
the year division we find the first animal 
of the breed to make over 1200 lbs. butter 
in strictly official work for the entire per- 
iod, this honor going to Milanhurst America 
De Kol; the first two-year-old to produce 
over 1000 lbs. of butter, K P Manor Kate, 
and a substantial procession made up of at 
least a half-dozen Junior two-year-olds and 
one-half that number of Senior two-year: 
olds, making a showing that few other 
states can equal in the long-time division. 
The present World’s Champion 38-year-old 
milk producer, Creamelle Topsy Ormsby 
Tobe, is a New York State product, while 0.

It is a fact, however, that New York State has failed to 
as 8 ae owing in keeping with her traditions. For one reason or another, far 
oe ll a proportion of her breeders have taken up the long-time work. Per- 
oe chief reason for this condition is the fact that the Eastern market 
si «demanded year record backing and the 7-day records still remain to a 
ya er extent than in the West the criterion of values. 
ol i York State breeders have long been prominent in the affairs of our 
Shao Association, numbering at the present, three living ex-presidents of 
~ Holstein-Friesian Association of America, these being Mr. E. A. Powell, 
a 0. U. Kellogg, Mr. A. A. Hartshorn, while the late Henry Stevens was like- 
the recipient of the highest honor within the power of the Association to 
bo Wing R. Smith has served as Treasurer since the early days of the 
Association, succeeding his father, and being one of the original directors. 
In the matter of local organizations, New York has fallen short of her 
ssibilities. Her State organization has a membership of around 300, although 
some 2800 breeders in the state have joined the National Association. Thus far, 
only fifteen local clubs have been organized, which is much less in proportion 
to the Holstein population than may be found in several of our Western states. 
With more attention to the work of organization and with support of the long- 
time test in more equal proportion to short-time work, the breeders of New 
York State have it in their power to round out a record of achievement diffi- 
cult to be improved upon. : 
The following list of champions of the Empire State speaks for itself. It will 
be found that the 7-day champions average 42.11 lb., the 30-day champions 
145.59 Ib.; the eight months after calving, 21.95 lb.; the yearly, 1070.87 lb. In 
the short-time divisions no other state can approach these figures. In the 
yearly division, the average is exceeded only by Minnesota and Ohio and in 
the 8 months after calving division, Minnesota alone can boast of a higher 
average. The stars indicate World’s Champions.

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INCE writing you some weeks ago 
S relative to the necessity of pre- 

paring for export trade of Hol- 
stein-Friesian cattle, I have become 
more and more convinced of the ne- 
cessity of taking some action without 
delay. 

Since writing you I have been in- 
terviewed by representatives of the 
Panama Republic and French Gov- 
ernment, and advised that each Gov- 
ernment is desirous of getting a con- 
siderable number of Holstein-Friesian 
heifers and young cows, particularly 
the French Government, which wants 
a large number of them. Their inter- 
views with myself were with an idea 
of ascertaining whether it was possi- 
ble for them to be advised where these 
animals could be secured, and you can 
readily appreciate the position I was 
in to give them the necessary informa- 
tion. I could furnish.them with a list 
of members of the Association scat- 
tered from Maine to California, and 
from Canada to the Gulf, but no 
way of telling them where any consid- 
erable number of these animals could 
be purchased. I believe it is up to the 
Association to work out some plan 
whereby the Association can render 
service to persons who desire to buy 
Holstein-Friesian cattle, as well as service to those who 
raise them and have them to sell. 

You, Mr. Editor, realize this cannot be accomplished 
without co-operation on the part of the breeders of the 
cattle who have a surplus of which they wish to dispose, 
and there ought to be some way of bringing the buyer and 
the seller together through the aid of our Association. I 
could not tell the representatives of these foreign govern- 
ments where they could buy just one single animal because 
I did not know of a person who had one for sale. I have 
looked through the Holstein-Friesian papers and you rarely 
see the advertisement of a person who has cows or heifers 
for sale. They advertise the breeding of their herd sire and 
the remarkable production of their cows, and that is abso- 
lutely necebsary not only for their benefit but for the bene- 
fit of the Association, but we must have some way of ad- 
vising the purchaser where his wants can be supplied. 

We are not going to be able to furnish the number of 
animals that will be required—of that I am satisfied, but 
we ought to be able to furnish information where the ones 
can be seen and purchased that we have for sale, and the 
subscribers to the Holstein-Friesian journals who have ani- 
mals for sale should make it known.. I have thought that 
a person having animals for sale could notify the Secretarv 
of their state association, or the Secretary of the National 
Association, and that copies of this information would be 
furnished to purchasers without any expense to either the 
buyer or the seller. In some states where the organization 
is active and where this service would be rendered bv the 
State Secretary. it would occur to me that this could be 
worked out to the advantage of the state organization. It 
might be the means of greatly increasing the state organi- 
zation and building up a more coherent condition. Most 
of the states now have their state organization and J 
think it is rare where half of the members belong. They 
do not seem to have recognized the necessity of co-opera- 
tion either by joining the State or National Association. ‘or 
while we have thousands of members, and they are join- 
ing the Association rapidly, still there are thousands of 
first-class men breeding first-class animals, who have rt 
yet thought it was worth while to join the National or the 
State Association: To these breeders we have no means 
of imparting information, but to those who are members 
of the National Association it seems to me have.a right to 
expect that we are going to do something besides furnish- 


‘ing the names of the members. Th‘s has resulted in 


thousan¢s of sales, but it causes thousands of miles of un- 
necessary travel hunting up the animals when this neces- 
sary irformation could as well have been furnished in ad- 
vance.

EW men that we could name have meant so much 
F to the Holstein industry as Mr. A. A. Cortelyou. The 

soul of honor in all his business relationships, Mr 
Cortelyou was an inspiration to all with whom he came 
in contact. His influence during the past twenty-five years 
on the Board of Directors of our National Association 
which he also served as President, has meant more to the 
industry than can be estimated in dollars and cents. The 
testimony of the men who served with him on the Board 
shows what they think of him as a man and how they re- 
gard him as a business associate.

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A THIRTY-POUND THREE-YEAR- 
OLD IN MICHIGAN 


Buth Brothers of Creston Stock 
Farm, Comstock Park, Mich., report a 
good string of records recently com- 
pleted, headed by a senior three-year- 
old with 30.19 lbs. butter and 576 lbs. 
milk in 7 days. This same heifer as a 
senior two-year-old, made 22.50 Ibs., 
and at one year ten months made 18.45 
lbs.

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DAIRYMEN’S LEAGUE HOLDS AN- 
NUAL MEETING 


One of the largest, most represen- 
tative «and best farmers’ meetings 
ever held was the Annual Stockhold- 
ers’ Meeting of the Dairymen’s League 
Incorporated held in Jersey City, De- 
cember 10th. Dairymen from nearly a 
thousand branches of the Dairymen’s 
League, representing as many com- 
munities in the six states of League 
territory were in attendance. The sen- 
timent of the meeting from start to 
finish was a unanimous endorsement 
of the League work and policies for 
the past year. 

Twenty-one of the twenty-four Di- 
rectors were re-elected. Some of the 
most important resolutions adopted by 
the meeting were, as follows: 

Resolved, That the League extend 
its efforts to inform the public of the 
food value of milk and dairy. products; 

That the field organization work, 
especially that of perfecting the or- 
ganization of branches already form- 
ed, be continued; 

That help be secured from the agri- 
cultural departments of the states and 
the nation to increase efforts to con- 
trol contagious abortion; 

That national federation of organiz- 
ed dairymen be encouraged; 

That dealers be required to make 
semi-monthly payments, and that the 
state law requiring dealers to give 
bonds be strictly enforced and if 
necessary amended to give producers 
more adequate protection; 

That the League acquire from its 
members a special fund to reimburse 
those members whose milk, because of 
a surplus, the League is unable to sell 
at League prices. 

One of the chief features of the 
meeting was the stirring address of 
Milo D. Campbell, President of the 
National Milk Producers Association 
who pointed out that organization had 
brought to the dairymen of the coun- 
try millions of doliars that they would 
not have otherwise received; yet even 
with the gains already made, costs of 
production had not been attained, and 
that there was much yet for organiza- 
tion to do.

Count De Kol, De Kol 2d’s Paul De 
Kol, De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy 3d, and so 
on down the line. The herd sires have 
included Milla’s Pietertje Netherland, 
De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy, De Kol 2d’s 
Butter Boy 3d, Sir Korndyke Manor De 
Kol, Korndyke Butter Boy, Master- 
piece, and the present incumbents, 
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Spring Farm King Pontiac 6th and 
Aristocrat Pontiac. The things these 
bulls stand for are familiar to World 
readers. It will be recalled that Spring 
Farm King Pontiac 6th has made an 
unequalled showing for a single year’s 
work of his two-year-old daughters in 
seven and 30-day test—no less than 
fourteen of them making over 20 lbs. 
butter each with an average of better 
than 60 lbs. of milk per day. They are 
doing proportionately well in year 
work, two having already produced 
better than 18,000 lbs. of milk. In the 
herd at present are 60 daughters of 
“the 6th,” and 40 cows bred to him. 
The Aristocrat bull.is of Maplecrest 
breeding, having a 1200 lb. dam and 
grandam.

An Address Given Before the South Dakota Holstein-Friesian Association 
at Huron, Dec. 10, 1918 ' 


of Solomon Hoxie what is known as the seven-day offi- 

cial test of Holstein cows. Holstein breeders were the 
first to make their tests of an official nature by having a 
superintendent, appointed by the Agricultural College. of 
each State, present to see that the records made were 
direct evidence of the cow’s ability to produce. 

In 1894 the cow De Kol 2d made a world’s record of 
25 lbs. butter in seven days from three-fourths of her udder. 
Breeders at that time were inclined to think that this rec- 
ord could never be beaten and recognized that De Kol 2d 
was one of the greatest of cows. However, the records 
continued to go higher. Fifteen years ago there were but 
two 30-lb. cows, then the 35-lb. cow soon appeared and but 
six years ago Valdessa Scott 2d startled the Holstein world 
by producing over 40 lbs. of 80 per cent butter in seven 
days. Two years ago or in January 1917 Segis Fayne Jo- 
hanna broke all previous records, setting a new mark to 
strive for by producing 50 Ibs. of butter in her seven-day 
test. 

The history of testing however, has not been confined 
in recent years to the seven-day records. Colantha 4th’s 
Johanna for several years was the world’s record cow over 
all breeds from one to three hundred-sixty-five days, the 
yearly record being 998 lbs. fat. Next came Pontiac Clo- 
thilde De Kol 2d with 1017 lbs. making her the first 1000-Ib. 
cow, then Banostine Belle De Kol with 1057, next the three- 
year-old Finderne Holingen Fayne with 1111, then her 
stable mate Finderne Pride Johanna Rue with 1176 and that 
was finally climaxed by Duchess Skylark Ormsby with 
1205 lbs. This record finished about three years ago stands 
today as the greatest yearly fat production of any dairy 
cow. 

An Advanced Register is formed for the purpose of rais- 
ing to a still higher standard the average excellence of the 
dairy cow and for maintaining a permanent and authori- 
tative record to which reference can be made in the selec- 
tion of breeding animals. When we look over a pedigree 
to determine the merits of an animal as far as they can 
be measured by the greatness of their ancestry, we con- 
sider that the animal’s pedigree is of value distinctly upon 
two things, first the accuracy of the pedigree, whether 
there have been any mistakes in tracing it and secondly 
by the genuineness, that every animal in the pedigree is 
as represented and there have been.no substitutions of 
false entries. In looking at an A. R. O. record we look for 
the same things and certainly under the able supervision 
of the Supt. of Advanced Registry, Malcolm H. Gardner, 
we have every confidence that the records made are accu- 
rate accounts of the actual production of the cow. With 
this then as a basis, the Holstein Breeders have laid a 
foundation which if wisely followed can only result in great 
improvement for the breed. 

Now let us see wherein the value of official testing lies. 
Value must be measured in dollars and cents. Not alone 
the few dollars that represent the selling price of a high 
record animal but the selling price of the products of the 
animal and her progeny. No purebred business:can con- 
tinually and successfully advance where it is expected that 
the profits will come from a sale of the increased progeny 
and not from the sale of the production of these progeny. 
It may increase and be successful for years and even a 
generation or two but in the end we must consider the 
foundation upon which the business is built. Let us then 
consider what is the foundation upon which the Holstein 
Breeders are building in their testing. 

Dr. Eckles at the University of Missouri, a few years 
ago published an article in Hoard’s Dairyman entitled, “A 
new Factor Influencing the Percent of Fat in Milk.” This 
factor was the condition of the cow at freshening time. 
He showed that if a cow was gotten in an excessively fat 
condition before freshening her milk would test excessively 
high for a few days or weeks after freshening. When pub- 
lishing this article, he probably thought that the results 
would be to cause breeders to pay less attention to tests 
that were made with abnormal per cents of fat for the 
seven-day period immediately after freshening, but the 
actual result was a flood of correspondence asking how 
to make cows test excessively high. Breeders made use of 
their high tests in selling animals which according to their 
claims could transmit an extra high percent of fat. An 
inquiry would come to a breeder from a man whose herd 
was testing very low, who wanted a bull that could improve

There are listed in the Blue Book f 
1917 six 40-lb. cows that have long-time records The 
average per cent of fat of these cows for seven days is 
4.98 as compared with 3.36 for their long-time tests 
Coming back then to the measure of value of any record 
may we not agree that for a record to be a permanent 
foundation for the building up of any breed, it must be nor. 
mal. By that we mean that it must represent the cow's 
actual ability to produce. Some men will say that a 
seven-day record is no criterion of what a cow will pro- 
duce in a year, and others that a year’s record is no indi- 
cation of a life time record and still others may say that 
the life record is no criterion of what her progeny will 
produce. Let us start in seeing what is the relation be. 
tween a seven-day record and a yearly record. I have chart. 
ed the records of all cows in the Holstein-Friesian Ad- 
vanced Register having records of butter for both seven 
and 365 days. These have been divided into groups ac- 
cording to their production. The following table shows 
the range of yearly production that cows with seven-day 
records have made. 
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Cows producing between 10 and 12 lbs. of fat in sever 
days have a range of from 306 to 637 lbs. of fat in one 
year. Let us analyze this statement. If I am going out 
to buy a cow and find that she has a record between 10 and 
12 lbs. of fat in seven days I can expect her to produce 
between 306 lbs. and 637 lbs. of fat in one year, 
In other words it is as though you were ap 
proaching a man who had a cow to sell and om 
asking how much butter fat she will give, he answers, 
“She will give between 306 and 637 Ibs. in one year.” The 
range is too wide to suit you and you wish to get further 
evidence of that cow’s producing ability before you will 
part with your money. Let us then take the cow that 
produce between 18 and 20 Ibs. of fat in seven days. We 
know from what a large number of cows have done that we 
can reasonably well expect her to produce from between. 
372 and 819 lbs. of fat in one year. The ‘range here 1s

even larger than in the first case. Then if we go farther 
and take up all the cows that have produced as much as 
24 lbs. of fat or 30 lbs. of butter in seven days we find 
that there will be a range in yearly production between 
500 and 1205 Ibs. of fat. If we are buying a cow then 
judging her solely on her seven-day record or if we 
buy her son trusting in his inheritance, I think that we 
may say that it is similar to asking the seller how much 
his cow will give and his answering, between 5 and 12 
gallons per day. A Holstein cow will give approximately 
100 lbs. of fat in a year for each gallon of milk she pro- 
duces in a day. These figures do not simply represent my 
opinion as to the relation that exists between a seven-day 
and a yearly record. They represent what the Blue Book - 
tells if we permit ourselves to be impartial enough to read 
the figures just as they have been written. Let us also 
©ee if a single yearly record of a cow is any indication of 
what we can expect her to produce year after year. I 
have taken the records of the four oldest Holstein cows 
in the College herd by lactation periods and will give 
these as individuals. College Belle Wayne produced 415, 
528, 530, 632 and 614 lbs. fat in successive lactation periods. 
Leda Cornucopia produced 500, 471, 422, 957, 590, and 575 
lbs. College Belle Wayne 2d produced 620, 726, 542 and 
654 lbs. in her four lactation periods. The average yearly 
production for all these cows is high. Their first lactation 
period gives an excellent indication of what they will 
produce year after year. The next cow Leda Belle 2d, pro- 
duced 227, 225 and 371 lbs. in her three periods. The aver- 
age here is much lower than with the first three cows. We 
do not expect her to ever make as large a record as the 
first three cows made. 

Let us consider the real purpose for which the advanced 
register is formed: “To establish a permanent and authori- 
tative record to which reference can be made in the se- 
lection of breeding animals. . 

I doubt very much if the owner or seller of any Hol- 
‘ stein bull for a price of $10,000 will agree that such figures 
represent the value of official testing to them. They have 
received their reward in the making of large records. In 
order to determine whether sires out of high producing 
cows would get any better daughters than sires out of 
medium or low producing cows, I have tabulated figures 
of all sires in an Advanced Registry using every sire out 
of cows that had yearly records. I then divided these into 
four classes. The first class included the sires out of 
the best dams, second out of the second best dams, third 
out of the third best dams and last out of the poorer dams. 
The results are as follows: 
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12 sires out of next best dams .......... 55 465 600 
12 sires out of third best dams........... 128 458 537 
12 sires out of poorest dams ........... 109 430 430 


What are we to conclude from such figures. Those sires 
out of 800-lb. cows, sired no better daughters than those 
out of 600-lb. cows. Records of sales show that the 800-lb. 
cow or her progeny would bring the most money, so from

This young bull’s average was cut down not because his 
dam was a poor cow but because of a misfortune which in 
no way affected her as a breeder. The full sister of his 
dam is College Belle Wayne who I believe you will agree is 
one of the greatest cows ever known in South Dakota or 
in the United States and College Lady was probably as 
good a cow as her sister. 

Probably the question or the thought that is coming 
into the minds of some of you is that I am advocating a 
discontinuance of the seven-day test. And some of you 
will say that such a thing is not possible, that no other 
test could possibly be carried on by the Holstein breeders 
of this state because of the expense of the testers travel- 
ing from one farm to another when they are located so 
far apart. There are now a large number of dairy cattle 
in this state that have good seven-day records. I am glad 
to say that the middle western states have been the first 
to recognize the value of yearly tests. Minnesota and 
Ohio between them have more of the high yearly record 
cows than all other states together. Other middle western 
states also claim several Champions. The 40-lb. records 
have been largely confined to the East. Two 40-Ib. rec- 
ords come to South Dakota. We are indeed proud of these 
records but I believe that we would be more proud of 
them if they were 1000-lb. records. The testing of cows is 
too often looked upon as an extra chore and for that reason 
is allowed to slip by. Testing during the last year has been 
difficult indeed due to labor shortage but with the return 
of our boys I am hoping you may begin to do more than 
you have in the past. Think of the testing not ‘as an extra 
chore that you can get along without but consider that it 
is just as important to have officially recorded weights of 
the production of your cows as it is to milk your cows 
twice a day. Market demands are calling more and more 
for seven-day and yearly records with the latter coming 
more rapidly to the front and all breeders want to play 
their full share in the great game of breeding better dairy 
cows.

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Managing An Ugly Bull 


Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

We have a Holstein bull as ugly as sin. I would like to 
know if there is any way or method to handle such a bull with- 
out losing control and risking your own life. 

I do not see how some breeders can xeep bulls until they 
are 12, 14 or 15 years old. The average bull in this country 
gets mad about 3 years old. Our bull is about 2% years old. He 
is out of the famous E. C. Schroeder herd, Moorhead, Minn. I 
would like to use him at least one year more if there would be 
some way to control him. He has got a ring in his nose but 
has not been handled much by it. I have removed his horns 
so that he is hornless. I have him tied in the cow stable at all 
times.

A PROVEN PROFITABLE INVESTMENT 


Construction of Bull Pens and Breeding Rack at the 
D. W. Field Farm 


By W. E. STILWELL. 


S a number of breeders and others have written us 
A regarding our bull yards and breeding pens it oc- 

curred to me that possibly a description of them 
might prove of use to someone who contemplates building 
something of this kind. 

Bulls to be in the pink of condition and of good dispo- 
sition absolutely must have plenty of exercise, fresh air 
and sunshine. Ours get an abundance of all three if the 
weather is fair, as aside from one or two days in winter, 
when it is very stormy, our bull house doors are always 
open, the bulls going in and out at will. 

Our yards run north and south, on the south side of the 
bull barn and are more or less protected on the north by a 
hill, trees and buildings. 

We early decided the yards should be built of cement 
as we had all grades of gravel and sand in the hill men-

doors are counterbalanced with weights so it requires 
very little effort to handle them and with these the bulls 
can be shut out daily so that pens may be cleaned. Aside 
from this time the doors to yards are always open. 

The yards are about 51 x 15 feet, and built up in 10- 
foot sections with a concrete post or pillar 12 inches square 
at the end of each section. This post is a part of the 
concrete wall of the yards and is reinforced vertically and 
bound to the walls by having iron rods or pipes running 
parallel with the wall through it. The posts stool out at 
the base below the surface of the ground so as to make 
a more substantial foundation and extend. below frost line. 
They also jut into the yard 4 inches and outside the yard 
the same distance, as the main wall of the yard is only 
4 inches thick, but being reinforced throughout with iron 
rods it is plenty thick and strong enough to withstand 
any rough usage the bulls may give it. 

The height of the yard is 6 feet and the wall is cut 
away at the bottom one foot to allow of ventilation which 
is quite necessary with such a tight fence, especially in 
the summer season. The posts, therefore, carry the entire 
weight of the ten-foot section, and care should accordingly 
be taken to see that plenty of iron binds the two together, 
otherwise the expansion and contraction of the wall might 
cause it to crack at this place and fall down. 

Each yard has five windows or openings 20 in. by 20 in. 
left in the solid wall through which visitors may look at

The arguments advanced in favor of 
this form of memorial for the city of Chicago apply With equal 
force to many other communities which are now attempting 
to decide upon fitting memorials for their war heroes. 


successes, the endless and costly experiments of war- 

time conservation go for nothing, or shall they be 
made a source of permanent benefit to the present genera- 
tion and generations to come? 

So farseeing a man as Secretary W. E. Skinner of the 
National Dairy council believes that vital lessons and vital 
experiments—lessons and experiments so truly vital that 
they saved the race—should be perpetuated in a vital way. 

The Tribune presents herewith Mr. Skinner’s practical 
suggestion of that vital way. 

Food Problem Permanent. 

The food problems the war presented were not new 
and they will not be temporary. They were as old as the 
first baby’s appetite and they will continue insistent until 
the last call for breakfast on the resurrection morn. The 
war only emphasized those problems. Fresh industrial and 
economic complexities, partly growing out of the war and 
partly due to mankind’s sharper demand for better things, 
are going to double score the problems. 

You can’t ignore them if you want to. The war pushed 
them at you with iron fingers. But you can ignore—for 
a while—and you can falter with the measures which wise 
men are beginning to formulate for a kind of permanent 
conservation which shall mean not restriction, but plenty. 
These men are asking: “Shall all the troubles, the mistakes, 
and the achievements of the last twenty months of govern- 
mental food administration be heeded and be made the 
basis of productive and permanent achievement, or shall 
the lezson be forgotten?” 

Most Important Question. 

No other proposition should come so close to men’s 
business and bosoms, but there is none other over which 
the mass of mankind is more willing to dally until the pinch 
comes that means “Too late.” 

Continuing and enlarging the measures and mediums for 
permanent and intelligent food conservation—to use a 
convenient term for a bigger proposition than any war 
measure was—means organization, specialization, and in- 
terplay between town and country, between producer, man- 
ufacturer, and distributor. 

It means an intellectual and administrative power house, 
an idea-exchange: It means a center, a building, and a 
staff. 

Other great economic interests in this commercial capi- 
tal of the Mississippi valley have their interdependent, 
correlated power houses for experimentation and propa- 
ganda, their methods of control, of interchange, and of de- 
velopment.

America. 

Raises Bulk of Food. 

The Mississippi valley states produce from 65 to 70 per 
cent of all the republic’s agricultural products as food for 
man and beast in a total of $13,580,768,000. Now comes the 
opportunity for Chicago to give proof of its appreciation 
of its important place in this vast commerce. 

Reconstruction is the uppermost thought in the minds 
of the world’s men of affairs today. Food is the fundamen- 
tal of reconstruction, but little attention is being paid to 
agriculture in the work of reconstruction. 

America is today the only country in the world with 
an undepleted dairy cattle industry which produces food 
that furnishes not only 20 per cent of the human dietary, 
but produces a food which is essential to the continuance 
of the human family—a food which infants must have to 
live and which adults must have to maintain the stamina 
necessary to continue the battle of life and to perpetuate 
the species. 

President James A. Garfield said: “At the head of all 
sciences and aris, at the head of civilization and progress 
stands—not militarism, the science which kills; not com- 
merce, the art which accumulates wealth—but agricul- 
ture, the mother of all industry and the maintainer of 
hunean life.” 

Temple to New Ideals. 

With the greatest meat, animal and horse exposition 
located in Chicago—the international livestock exposition— 
and the world’s largest livestock market within the city’s 
boundaries, with a magnificent potential equipment to 
do a work of vast importance along broad lines of agricul- 
tural endeavor, the erection in Chicago of a temple to 
the new ideals of agriculture wherein could be assembled 
the many national. conventions and meetings that are 
held every year to advance agriculture, but are now so 
much scattered, both in location and effort, is no visionary 
or superfluous project.

These 
openings each have 3 iron bars across them lengthwise to 
guard against any accident to visitors. We believe also 
that a bull is less liable to be cross if he can see something 
of what is going on about him. 

As the two yards are side by side, the two breeding 
pens, which are the most important features of the whole 
thing, are naturally side by side, the dividing partition of 
the yards extending through to make the dividing partition 
of each pen, the inside measurements of which are 13 feet 
2 inches long by 5 feet 2 inches wide. You might compare 
each one to a hall with a solid 2 inch oak door at each 
end 4 feet 4 inches wide and five feet high, hung one foot 
from the ground on very substantial hand-made iron hinges. 
A door or opening of the same width is made in the hall or 
pen in the outside wall next to yard. Through this the cow 
is led in and tied to door at extreme end, opposite one lead- 
ing from the yard. Now when the oak door to the yard is 
opened to let out the bull it closes the opening of the same 
size through which the cow was led, and the dimensions of 
the pen are such that the bull after service is left about 
one-half in and one-half out of his yard. It is now an easy 
matter to crowd the door against him and he will step

Will The Tribune permit one not 
a resident of. Chicago to offer ag 
suggestion as to the form a memorial 
might take in your city commemora- 
tive of the work and sacrifices of our 
citizenship in behalf of the world’s 
freedom? 

Chicago is near the center of the 
Mississippi valley, the greatest valley 
in the world. It reaches from the Alle- 
gheny mountains on the east to the 


. Rocky mountains on the west, and 


from Canada to the Gulf of Mexico. 
In this valley is stored more than two- 
thirds of the nation’s basic natural 
resources, such as ore, metals, and 
coal, and from its soil comes more 
than 70 per cent of the nation’s food 
supply. 

The city of Chicago, by reason of 
this location and the constructive en- 
ergy of its people, may become the 
greatest as well as the largest city in 
the world. To do this it must identify 
itself directly with the agricultural 
resources of this valley and lend its 
financial and commercial support free- 
ly to their development. 

Suggests Chicago’s Duty. 

Why is it not Chicago’s opportunity 
and duty to begin by erecting a me- 
morial building in which can be held 
educational displays of all resources 
surrounding the city, and where all 
great conventions, educational and oth- 
erwise, that will come to the city can 
be cared for. By this means the peo- 
ple of Chicago can show the interest 
they must feel in the tremendous re- 
sources of this great valley, and very 
materially help in their development. 

The commercial and financial inter- 
ests of the city should and can estab- 
lish such an intimate relationship with 
the farming and commercial interests 
surrounding the city, as to bring to 
its gates the continual advantage of 
their development, if these. interests 
will only take the important part in 
this work which their position and op- 
portunities both justify and require. 
Some may feel that a public memorial 
chould not take on any aspect of utili- 
ty. It seems to me this is a mistaken 
sentiment. Such an aspect is frequent- 
ly supported by individuals, notably in 
universities, where halls or other 
structures are erected in memory of 
some noted citizen. 

What More Suitable? 

For what did the sons of Chicago, as 
well as all others from hill and plain, 
make the ultimate sacrifice? It was 
that our liberties may be safe and that 
we may develop our resources on land 
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free from threat or. dictation 
of autocratic selfishness. What more 

itable memorial can your people 
jo ct in recognition of this sacrifice 
pr a building in which can be de- 
yeloped the fruits of our liberty and 

r resources by free human endeavor? 
Teele young men, by this war, have 
created new world conditions and new 
relations, individual as well, as com- 
mercial, and we must bring our think- 
ing down to 1918 in dealing with 
them. By so doing we can get a broad- 
er and more accurate view of this 
question. There is much that can be 
said, showing the great advantages 
and opportunities that will come to 
your city from the erection of such 
a memorial, but this communication is 
intended only as a suggestion, and I 
will not go further into them.

AN AGRICULTURAL CAPITOL 


Mr. William E. Skinner, secretary of 
the National Dairy council and one of 
the best known and justly influential 
men in the dairying and agricultural 
field, makes today in The Tribune a 
suggestion we hope will find immed- 
iate support and early realization. 

Mr. Skinner proposes that there be 
erected and maintained in Chicago 
what we might call an agricultural 
capitol, which shall be not only, as 
Mr. Skinner terms it, a “monument to 
agriculture” but a center for all agri- 


* cultural cooperation and agencies of 


agricultural prozress. We shall not 
oxpand this idea, since Mr. Skinner 
does so in his‘article. But we should 
like especially ‘to emphasize the pro- 
priety of this community’s taking up 
the plan seriously and promptly 
through its official, civic, and business 
agencies and organizations. 

Chicago is founded on agriculture. 
So is all American prosperity for that 
matter, but this city is-intimately and 
almost completely dependent upon this 
great basic industry. It is our kindly 
mother. Its progress is our progress; 
its strength our strength; its misfor- 
tunes and limitations our misfortunes 
and limitations. Our city’ motto, “Urbs 
in Horto,” is recognition of this truth. 
Weare the city of the’ garden, the 
wonderful...garden ‘which, extending 
from the’ Alleghenies to the Rockies, 
comprises the most important agricul- 
tural area in the world and, we are 
proud to believe, one of the freest, hap- 
piest, and most. intelligent communi- 
ties in the world. = - ; 

Chicago should never forget this cen- 
tralifact of its existence, and it would 
do well to recognize it, we think, in 
the dignified and practical form pro- 
posed by Mr. ‘Skinner: The time for 
the adoption of such a project is’ es- 
pecially fortunate. All the world now 
recognizes) what American agriculture 
meant-'in this’ war. When we said 
the American farmer was on the firing 
line it was no mere figure of speech. It 
was a military fact. It was a revelation 
to many minds and an inspiration to 
us all.. Let us build a monument to 
this great-achievement and establish 
this capitol building where the inter- 
ests of. American agriculture would 
always be under study and considera- 
tion, where its organized activities 
would center, where its problems could 
be brought, its records kept, and where 
Cooperation and mutual understanding 
with other phases of American life

Suggestions for Selling the Holstein 
Idea 


Fellows, the American farmer of to- 
day who is now raising grade cattle is 
according to my observations, about 
the same sort as you and I and once 
he is convinced that raising pure bred 
Holstein Friesian cattle really is more 
profitable than raising grades, will 
start producing the right kind. There 
are I believe many methods that may 
be used successfully in satisfying him 
that he is not doing justice to himself 
or his pocket book by continuing his 
present breeding methods. Is it not a 
fact that there has never been a con- 
certed effort to awaken him to the pos- 
sibilities for financial gain, that are so 
easily within his reach? 

I have been much interested in the 
articles in the various Holstein papers 
by our able leader, D. D. Aitken on 
“Reconstruction.” He has evidently 
given this matter no small amount of 
thought and I believe our directors 
should give his suggestions serious 
consideration and once they have de- 
cided on the best plan of action, fol- 
low it through with him. 

To succeed with our Holstein herds 
we must have a market for the in- 
crease, and to my mind we have two 
wonderful fields opening out before us. 
One, the foreign field where there are 
undoubtedly great opportunities, and 
an almost unlimited field among the 
American farmers. Let us cooperate 
in the task of “Showing .Them.” 

In looking at this matter from the 
position of one admittedly young in 
the fascinating game of breeding bet- 
ter black and white cattle, but with 
some little experience in the art of 
selling it is my opinion that we have 
not yet perfected our method of sell- 
ing the possibilities of the game to 
the other fellow. It is a fact that he 
can make more money by raising the 
right kind so let’s make him realize it. 
Being a great believer in ‘advertising 
I feel that we must adopt that method 
of reaching him but think to accom- 
plish that end we must go one step 
farther than has been the custom up 
to the present time. Have been much 
surprised to learn’ while making some 
inquiries during the past few days that 
even some of the breeders of register- 
ed Holstein cattle are not taking or 
reading any of the Holstein papers and 
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fact that the average farmer al- 
ager sees one. Therefore we 
must not only reach each other thru 
our but go farther and reach 
pim through his local weekly. Am in- 
formed by the editor of our local pap- 
er that he will be glad to run an ar- 
ticle along this line at any time as this 
is a matter that should be of vital in- 
terest to the readers in any dairy 
community and I think this will be 
the attitude of most editors through- 
out the country when approached in 
the proper manner by the local breed- 


We believe there is nothing more 
convincing than a plain statement of 
facts and figures and have decided to 
ask some of our successful breeders 
to divulge, for the benefit of the en- 
tire fraternity some of their figures 
showing profits one may reasonably 
expect to realize from a conscientious 
effort in breeding the “Right Sort.”

TOMPKINS COUNTY BREEDERS’ FOURTH CONSIGNMENT SALE 

The Fourth Consignment Sale of the Tompkins Co. Breeders’ Association 
was held at Ithaca, N. Y., Friday, November 22, 1918. Col. B. V. Kelley acted as 
auctioneer in the sale and R. A. Backus was in the box. The contributors to 
the sale were the following members: C. H. Bower, Carr S. Colegrove, M. C. 
Clark, N. F. Hopper, E. C. Morris, H. F. Quick, Smith Brothers, C. A. Teeter, 
C. H. Teeter, J. T. Tupper & Sons, and G. F. Warren. The committee in charge 
comprised C. Owen Carman, Nelson F. Hopper and Harold F. Quick. The to- 
tal sale receipts were $7255.00, making an average of about $145.00 for the 
fifty animals sold. Susie De Kol Eckster, consigned by M. C. Clark of Groton, 
N. Y., brought the highest price in the sale ($280.00), while Aitken Beauty De 
Kol, owned by G. F. Warren, Ithaca, N. Y., came as a close second at $270.00. 


THE SIXTH ANNUAL PACIFIC INTERNATIONAL SALE 

’ The sixth annual Holstein sale held at the Pacific Internationa: Livestock 
Show at the Union Stock Yards, Portland, Ore., December 13. 1918, was not 
as well attended as previcus sales have been, and the bidding was not as 
keen, as a result, but in spite of unfavorable conditions tie 63 animals that 
went under the hammer brought a total of $17,605, or an average of $279.36. The 
consignors were on the whole well satisfied with the returns, and at an enthu- 
siastic meeting of the Northwest Holstein Breeders’ association, which sponsors 
the sales, great plans were made for the meeting next year. 

There were severe] reasons advanced for the poor attendance, including 
prevalence of Spanish influenza, uncertainty of business conditions. and the 
fact that the livestock show this year was of such a character as not to attract 
the men to whom sales would be expected. The veteran breeder William Bish- 
op of Spokane, Wash., however, at the business meeting and banquet of the 
association charged the breeders themselves, the consignors, with failure to 
support the sale, and pointed out that with very few exceptions there were 
no more than two or three bidders on each offering, and these were beginners, 
dairy farmers, not breeders. He said that the effect of the consignors them- 
selves failing to appreciate the bargains that were offered them on the auction 
block was to confine the bidding to men who could not afford to pay any more 
than the low prices that prevailed. 

The Holstein breeders who patronize the Pacific International sales have 
crganized to-put the show back on its feet under the able general management 
of O. M. Plummer of Portland, who was virtually the father of the exposition 
and who has been active in its management since 1910, until early in 1917 he 
retired to take up unremunerated war work. Breeders of every class of live- 
stock have the greatest confidence in Mr. Plummer’s ability to rejuvenate the 
Show, and a fund of $250,000 will be raised, to be expended for permanent 
buildings and other equipment by a board of 15 directors, representing every 
branch of the livestock industry. A Holstein show will be held next year 
preceding the sale, and it is anticipated that the returns will be much more 
satisfactory. About 35 memberships were taken out in the association for the 
coming year. 

At the annual meeting of the Oregon Holstein Breeders’ association S. B. 
Hall of Portland was elected president, J. W. Pomeroy of Scappoose vice-presi- 
dent, J. E. Frakes of Scappoose secretary-treasurer, and J. Luscher of Fairview, 
Thomas Carmichael of Gaston and A. H. Burns of Gresham members of the 
executive committee.

tion of ‘How Holstein-Friesian Cattle 
Breeders Can Best Meet the World’s 
Dairy Problems.” The speaker dwelt 
especially upon organization, coopera: 
tion and advertising. One excellent 
point brought out is the value from an 
advertising standpoint of having ani- 
mals properly fitted and the stables in 
reasonably good condition to favorably 
impress visitors. 

Mr. Rider stated that Connecticut 
ranked 17th in point of members of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America, with 131 members, and urged 
175 as a goal for the State for the next 
year. 

One very fundamental and far-reach- 
ing step was taken by the Board of Di- 
rectors and later discussed by the As- 
sociation in regard to the approval of 
sires. Professor G. C. White, R. E. 
Dodge and H. E. Denmark were ap- 
pointed a committee to formulate a 
plan to be presented at the next meet- 
ing, which will take place in the last 
ten days of February, 1919. 

A committee of five members was 
appointed by the President to stage 
and exhibit at the Farmers’ Week of 
January 20th. This committee con- 
sists of E. D. Curtis of Bantam; J. M. 
Peasley, Waterbury; H. O. Daniels, 
Middletown; John C. Hinrich, 
Willimantic; and Tai F. Har- 
vey of New Haven. The mem- 
bers present raised about $90 by vol- 
untary subscription for advancing the 
interests of their favorite breed by 
means of the establishment and main- 
tenance of an exhibit booth at the big 
Armory at Hartford during the week 
mentioned. The soft pedal had to be 
applied to prevent the donation from 
running much higher; to keep within 
reasonable bounds so that a steady 
pressure, rather than spasmodic pres- 
sure, can be applied. 

The Holstein breeders of the State 
have for several years taken an ag- 


gressive attitude toward better legisla- 


tion, looking to the improvement of 
dairying conditions in general and the 
improvement of dairy herds in particu- 
lar. There was a committee appointed 
at the meeting consisting of H. I. Todd 
of Hamden, C.-M. Sharp of Milford 
and H. S. Blake of New Britain to pre- 
sent in legislative form certain mat- 
ters pertaining to the above subject. 
Some needed legislation was clearly 
outlined by Mr. Hough and discussed 
by others. 

The matter pertaining to herd bulls 
are progressive and broad, possessing

There is also the matter of 
standards. Milk standards are Pon 
as humerous as the cities themselves 
and the State standard (3.25 per cent 
fat and 8.5 per cent S-N-F) is too high 
to permit of the legal sale of miik 
from most Holstein herds during the 
summer. The percent of fat falls from 
a few tenths of a per cent with Hol- 
steins to nearly a whole per cent with 
Jerseys and Guernseys during the 
summer months and the solids-not-fat, 
being present in quantities, approxi- 
mately twice as great as the fat, will 
fall twice as many points if a herd 
freshens in the spring the fat and 
solids-not-fat among Holsteins will be 
below standard most of the time in 
summer. If most of the cows have 
freshened in the fall there is not go 
much danger. So far as the solids-not- 
fat are concerned the Ayrshire and 
Guernsey are not safely above «nd 
even the Jersey will occasionally dip 
below. Such standards were made be- 
fore the Holstein breed was the pre- 
dominating market milk cow and with- 
out due consideration of the season- 
able variations. The Holstein has 
come to stay; many firms are buying 
milk on a fat content basis; watering 
or skimming can still be detected and 
control of the latter is in reality the 
original purpose of the standard. A 
milk standard which is not fitted to 
normal milk is worse than useless. ie 
Storrs, Conn.

During the past year Ih 
thought it right to encourage ines. 
perienced breeders to Prepare cows 
for testing for advanced registration 
unless I thought they would be reason. 
ably sure to be able to obtain super- 
visors for the conduct of the tests 
Now although there still is complaint 
in some states that supervisors can 
not be obtained promptly, the Situation 
is steadily improving; and I think that 
our breeders in most of the States 
may lay plans for the late winter and 
spring testing with a fair degree of 
confidence that supervisors will be ob- 
tainable when needed. 

The colleges are doing their best to 
prepare new men for the work, and to 
obtain the services of all of the older 
men possible. Also, as the boys are 
discharged from the army on demo- 
bilization, many former supervisors 
will again be ready to take up that 
work; and I expect a slow but steady 
improvement till conditions again be- 
come normal. So I would advise that 
all wishing to test this winter take 
the matter up with the officer in 
charge of testing for advanced regis- 
tration in the state in which they live, 
both in order that that officer may 
know the probable demand for super- 
visors in that state, and that the breed- 
er may learn whether or not a supex- 
visor is likely to be available when 
needed. By following this plan many 
who are doubtful will find that they 
can test; and there will be much less 
of disappointment all around. If any 
breeder does not know the name and 
address of the Superintendent of Of- 
ficial Testing in his State, he should 
write to me. We are always glad to 
help.

northern territories, while the really 
worth while breeders are apparently 


indifferent or not yet aware of their 


opportunities in this great field. 

: As an example of what the demand 
is in Texas for Holsteins, it will in. 
terest you to know that in many coun- 
ties throughout the State. Holstein 
clubs have been organized. These 
clubs are sponsored by the business 
men and bankers who, realizing the
